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QUICK REFERENCE (CONTINUED) 



TO LISTEN TO THE RADIO: 

1 . Press the Power button to turn the unit on. 

2. Press the Radio Band button to select radio and to select AM or FM. 

3. If listening to FM, press the FM Mode button to select Stereo or Mono. 

4. Tune a desired station by pressing the Skip/Search/Tune ) or (►►■) button. 
Press and hold the Skip/Search/Tune or (►>■) button for 1 second, then 
release for rapid search tuning. 

5. Adjust the VOLUME control and Preset EQ button as desired. 

6. To turn the radio off, press the Power button. 

TO PLAY A CD: 

1 . Press the Power button to turn the unit on and insert a CD. 

2. Press the Play/Pause (mi ) button to start playback. 

3. To skip forward or backward through the tracks on the disc, press the 
Skip/Search/Tune (w^ ) or (►>■) button. To search forward or backward through 
a specific track on the disc, press and hold the Skip/Search/Tune (w-< ) or 
button. 

4. When the disc is through playing, it will stop. Press the Stop (■) button to stop the 
disc before it is finished. 

5. Adjust the VOLUME control and Preset EQ button as desired. 

6. To turn the CD off, press the Power button. 

TO REPEATEDLY PLAY BACK ONE TRACK/ALL TRACKS: 

1 . Follow steps 1 and 2 in the TO PLAY A CD section above. 

2a. ONE TRACK REPEAT: Select a track using the Skip/Search/Tune (M^ ) or (►«) 
button. Press the Preset Up/CD Repeat button once, the O indicator will blink and 
the unit will play the selected track over and over until the Stop (■) button is pressed. 

2b. ALL TRACKS REPEAT: Press the Preset Up/CD Repeat button twice, the 5=5 
indicator will light and the unit will play all tracks on the CD over and over until the 
Stop (■) button is pressed. 
TO CANCEL: To cancel Repeat, repeatedly press the Preset Up/Repeat button so 
that the Repeat 1 or Repeat ALL indicator disappears in the display. 

TO RANDOMLY PLAY BACK THE TRACKS: 

1 . Follow steps 1 and 2 in the TO PLAY A CD section above. 

2. Press the Random button once, the X indicator will appear in the display and 
the unit will randomly play all the tracks on the CD. 

TO CANCEL: To cancel Random, press the Random button or the Stop (■) button 
once while in the Stop mode.

AC Outlet 



AC Plug 



This unit is designed to operate on AC household current or DC (batteries). 
AC: 

Use the AC polarized line cord included with the unit for 
operation on AC power. Insert one end of the AC line cord into 
the AC power jack on the rear of the unit and the other end 
(with the 2 blades) into a conveniently located AC outlet 
having 120V, 60Hz. When the AC cord is plugged in, the 
batteries will be disconnected. 

NOTE: The AC plug supplied with the unit is polarized to help minimize the possibility of 
electric shock. If the AC plug does not fit into a nonpolarized AC outlet, do not file or cut the 
wide blade. It is the user's responsibility to have an electrician replace the obsolete outlet. 

DC: 

Remove the Battery Compartment cover on the bottom of the unit by pressing in the two 
tabs (see figure 1) and lift the battery door off. Insert eight (8) "C" cell batteries (not 
included), observing the battery polarity indicated inside the compartment and in figure 2. 
Replace the Battery Compartment cover.

BATTERY PRECAUTIONS 

Follow these precautions when using batteries in this device: 

1 . Use only the size and type of batteries specified. 

2. Be sure to follow the correct polarity when installing the batteries as indicated next to the battery 
compartment. Reversed batteries may cause damage to the device. 

3. Do not mix different types of batteries together (e.g. Alkaline and Carbon-zinc) or old batteries 
with fresh ones. 

4. If the device is not to be used for a long period of time, remove the batteries to prevent damage 
or injury from possible battery leakage.

Caring for Compact Discs 

• Treat the compact disc carefully. Handle the 
compact disc only by its edges. Never allow your 
fingers to come in contact with the shiny, unprinted 
side of the compact disc. 

• Do not attach adhesive tape, stickers, etc. to the 
compact disc label. 

• Clean the compact disc periodically with a soft, lint-free, dry cloth. Never use 
detergents or abrasive cleaners to clean the compact disc. If necessary, use a 
CD cleaning kit. 

• If a disc skips or gets stuck on a section of the compact disc, it is probably 
dirty or damaged (scratched). 

• When cleaning the compact disc, wipe in straight lines from the center of the 
compact disc to the outer edge of the compact disc. Never wipe in circular 
motions. 




COMPACT 



This unit is designed to play only compact discs bearing the 
identification logo as shown here. Other discs may not conform to 
the CD standard and may not play properly. 
Compact discs should be stored in their cases after each use to 
avoid damage. 

Do not expose compact discs to direct sunlight, high humidity, high 
temperatures, or dust, etc. Prolonged exposure or extreme temperatures can 
warp the compact disc. 

Do not stick or write anything on either side of the compact disc. Sharp writing 
instruments, or the ink may damage the surface.
